same, as follows :

2. Every sucli Head Constable or Sergeant of Constabulary or 
Head of the Local Police shall at the Time of the Heceipt of each 
Notice, vliicli shall be delivered to liini under the Provisions of 
this Act, make an Entry thereof in a Hook or Books to be by 
Itini protdded for that Puipose, >¥111011 Boole or Books shall be 5 
kept by him, and be open to the Inspection of every Justice of 
the Peace, County Inspector, or Sub-Inspcctor of the Constabidarv 
or Head of Local Police Force of sncli County or District ; and such

Shillmgs. 

6. In all Cases of Summary Jurisdiction under this Act it shall 35 
be lawful for the Justices so adjudicating thereon to exercise the 
General Powers contained in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Victoria, 
Chapter Ninety-three, Section Twenty-two, (Petty Sessions Act, 
1861), 

7. The Head Constable or Sergeant of Constabulary or Head of 40 
the Local Police may desti*oy or cause to be destroyed any Dog found

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in his District, the Owners of which, after due Inquiry, cannot 
he discoTered.
